PROPOSALS SUGGESTED 


Washington, 
Sept. 
29—(IP)— 
The United States has prodded 
Russia anew to settle up its 511,- 
000,000,000 lend lease account, but 
with little success. 
State department officials have 
disclosed that a new note was 
sent to Moscow earlier this month 
urging new face-to-face negotia- 
tions for the overdue agreemc-.'.. 


Russian and American 
negoti- 
ators have talked about lend-lease 
off and on without much success 
since April 30, 1947. The last 
meeting was in March. 
Government officials said the two 
sides are still pretty far apart. 
But to hasten a settlement the 
American government has: 
1. Declared its readiness to talk 
over the latest Russian counter- 
proposal. 


2. Called for a meeting of the 
negotiators in Washington as soon 
as possible. 


These officials said, jthe note 
was sent to toe Russiaft*£mbassy 
about two weeks ago. But news 
of its dispatch was kept secret lest 
publicity jar 
the touchy four- 


power negotiations then in pro- 
gress in Berlin and Moscow. 
Russian Ambassador Alexander 


S. Panyushkin has not replied to 
the American note. 
In trying to fix the amount of 
Russia's bill, the United States has 
requested payment based on a per- 
centage of the cost of lend-lease 
goods which have peacetime value 
—such as tractors, trucks, machin- 
ery, locomotives and freight cars. 


The Russians got a greater pro- 


portion of civilian-type lend-lease 
goods than other countries like 
Britain and France which already 
have settled their accounts. 
No payment is being asked for 
the thousands 
of planes, guns, 
tanks, and great quantities of ex- 
plosives shipped to Russia. 
Moscow's failure to return mer- 
chant and naval ships given her 
under lend-lease has been sharply 
criticised in this country. 
Russia still has 87 American Lib- 
erty ships, 28 frigates, three ice 
breakers and some smaller naval 
vessels.

Penn't Woods are the people's playground. Here are 


to be found quiet, rest, clean pleasure, and health renew- 
ed. In them are to be found the game and fish which help 
many people relax and enjoy the pleasures of the out of 
doors. 


While the forest is growing timber it also furnishes to 


the town and city dwellers the refuge which attracts them 
when recreation time comes. Spending a part of every 
summer and fall in Penn's Woods is a privilege of all 
Pennsylvanians and a rare chance is lost if advantage of 
such an opportunity is passed up. There are few parks 
and recreation areas too far distant to make it too expen- 
sive or too dimicult to reach, and enjoy what Nature 
prepared. 


Forests protect and increase fish and wildlife. 
The 


more well managed forest areas we have, the more fish and 
game we can enjoy catching. Many thousands of acres 
which have received protection since the beginning of for- 
est protection in Pennsylvania have increased wildlife 
populations. 


Continued fires in brush, range or forest have not con- 


tributed to good forest practices but they have removed the 
fertilizing benefits of decaying vegetation, completely 
destroyed the moisture holding humous on the soil and 
permitted the various types of erosion to get under way 
to say nothing of the destruction of millions of seedlings 
which would have been today's home and., industrial 
wood products. 


Besides hunting and fishing, the State Forests offer 


year '"round recreation including skiing, and in one dis- 
trict golfing facilities are available. 


Our pride and enjoyment in the pleasure derived from 


visiting our State Forests is echoed in the thousands of 
people who each year attend and enjoy the facilities of 
Penn's Woods. It can be truly stated the State Forests are 
the real playgrounds of the people. They are open to all 
the public. In order to maintain the forest lands of the 
Commonwealth and to develop the potentialities of all 
woodlands both for the pleasure and benefits of all alike, 
fires must be stopped, devastation must cease, and trees 
given the chanct to grow. Every sportsman, every vaca- 
tionist and every nature lover is, or should be a conscien- 
tious protector, believing and practicing the Conservation 
Pledge which aims to "Save and faithfully defend from 
waste the natural resources of our country."

For landlords who own four or 
lea* dwelling unit* and who do 
or do not keep complete record*, 
the new short form petition lor in- 
creasing rent on hardship grounds 
ia ideally suited, Area Kant Direct- 
or Frank S. Anderson said today. 
The previous hardship 
petition 


form la still available, although 
in Mr. Anderson'a judgment it gen- 
erally can be used more affective})' 
by landlords who operate exten- 
sive rental properties. 
To fill out the short form, a 
landlord must show tax bills, and 
he may, if he chooses, show either 
receipted bills for insurance pre- 
miums, fuel and utilities or signed 
statements from 
the 
companies 


concerned. He may only show in- 
creased expenses on one or more of 
the four items (taxes, insurance, 
fuel and utilities)—and no others 
—in the current year as contracted 
with a previous average base year.

Russell GLF 
Patrons Hear 
Talk On Feed 


Russell, Sept. 30—Northeastern 
farmers can save money on feed by 
making heavy use of home-grown 
grains now, rather than next win- 
ter when feed costs are expected 
to-be-lower-as a result- of the new 
3y2 billion bushel corn crop, Ceil 
Osbeck, G. L. F. district manager, 
declared last night at the annual 
meeting of Russell patrons of G. 
L. F. at the Akeley Grange Hall. 
Russell Farm Service is the local 
agent-buyer. 


The finest grain crop in years is 
being harvested in G. JU F. terri- 
tory, Mr. Osbeck said, pointing out 
that this, together with the great- 
est grain crop in all IT. S. history, 
leaves little doubt but that poultry- 
men and dairymen will have rea- 
sonable feed prices this winter. 


"We will not get the full effect 


of these large grain crops until 
October when, new corn moves to 
market in heavy volume," the dis- 
trict manager said, adding that 
"old corn is still scarce and high- 
priced, and as a result, is tending 
to hold feed prices from declining 
to government support levels." 
The best time to make full use 


of home-grown grains is now, Mr. 
OsbeclE emphasized, urging that 
new oats and wheat be substituted 
for corn in scratch grain, dairy 
rations and poultry mashes. 
Through the use of home-grown 
grains, Mr. Osbeck declared, farm- 


ers can reduce their feed purchases 
and cut production costs to better 
advantage this fall than later on 
in winter as, barring unforeseen 
disaster to the corn crop, feed pric- 
es should be lower in the winter 
months. 
Carl Peterson of Russell, presid- 


ed over the meeting as chairman of 
the patrons' committee. A report 
on the past year's operations of 
G. L. F. was given by Mr. Osbeck. 
The program also included the 
showing of a full-color, sound mo- 
tion picture entitled "From These 
Roots," which depicts the story of 
how farmers have worked together
